ALABAMA. 

The Senators of Alabama, ere Col, King 
and Senator Moore—both very aitentive. 
Mr King clung to the administration thro’- 
out, in obedience to the wishes of his State, 
excepting the Post Office—this den of 
pick-pockets had no friead in the Senate 
but I, Hill—be is cne of the abicst statesmen 
and most accomplished gentlemen in the 
Senate.

‘which resolution proposed a general sys-| 
tem, and was négatived by a vote of this 
House. 

I am in favor, Mr Speaker, for the reasons 
justnow assigned, of a general system of 
internal improvement, by a distribution a- 
mong the States of the surplus money on 
haad; and this distribution to be thade ac- 
cordiog to representative population. The 
reasons which | have assigned are applica- 
ble to my own State alone. 


I may be met by this argument, that such 
distribution of the surplus revenue is un- 
constitutional. I deny it is so, as to the 
public lands, the sales of which amount an- 
nually to about $3,000,000. These lands 
are public property, and are to be applicd 
to the public good. No object to which 
they shall be applied, is specifically point- 
edout, either in the constitution or the 
deeds of session. In relation to the taxes, 
duties, imposts, and exercises, their pro- 
ceeds, as I have before said, are to be ap- 
plied as pointed out in the constitution. 

Was not a part of the public lands appro- 
ptiated to make a road through the Black 
Swamp, io the State of Ohio? Was not four 
hundred thousand acres appropriated by the 
present administration, to cut a canal around 
the muscle shoals in Alabama? No tho’ts 
were then entertained of its being uncon- 
stitutional. Let the system be carried on 
out of the avails of the public lands; or if 
it be extended amend the constitution. 

This system prevents the misapplication 
of the public funds and-the waste of the 
public money; under this system no servile 
favorite can be nourished and fattened on 
the ‘public spoils.” The States will apply 
their respective proportions to the best ad- 
vantage and toobjects which need it moste 
They know much better than the general 
Government what objects of internal im- 
provement require their first case aad attea- 
tion. ‘ 

There is another consideration ia favor 
of this general sysiem, which ought not to 
be overlooked. The States will get more 
labor for the same money than the general 
government. 

The turnpike road of the United States 
from Cumberland to Wheeling, has cost 


$3,200,000; a distance of one hundred and} 


thirty-three miles; aversging $24,060 a 
mile. The friends of the road say it will 
cost $330,000 more to complete it; and to 
effect this object a biil is now in the Sen- 
ate to appropriate the sum required. 

The Pennsylvania aveaue has about twen- 
ty five hundred square rood or perch in it. 
To McAdamize itand put in curb stones, 
have cost the United States $130,000, ma- 
king $59 20 asquare rood including curb 
stones. 

Kentucky has made as fine turnpike roads 
as are in America graded at two and a half 
degrees, Macadamized with two coats nine 
inches deep, bridges and all, 4,500 dollars 
amile. The public works of the United

. Observation, are badly done. The pubdlic 
works of the Stetes are well executed.
